towhich End the Prince of Porcia, who is to be 
Prefident of the Council of Trade, is {peedily ex- 
&ed here from Gratz. Some of our Traders 
ave already eftablifhed near this Place a Manu- 
fatture of Wax, which it is hoped will not fall 
hort of thofe in other Places, as for what relates 
tothe bleaching of Wax. On the 13th Inftane,

Wefee here a Copy of a Let- 
ter from General Bulau to the Duke of Mecklen- 
burg, reprefenting that his Imperial Majefty will

Refolution not to furrender the Fomrefs of Do- 
Witz to the Circular Troops, notwithftanding the 
favourable Offers made to the Duke on the Em- 
perour’s part for compofing his Differences with 
the Nobility. The Duke has not ‘yet rcturned 
any Anfwer. It is faid the faid General expefts the 
Emperour’s Orders, whether he fhall block up that 
Fortrefs, or formally befiege it ; that Place is well 
fortified, with a Garrifon of 500 Men, and pro- 
vided with -all Neceffaries for fix Motths. His 
Pruffian Majefty has nominated M. Bofodoffsky his 
‘Privy Councellour, to go to Drefden to affift on 


the Kieg’s Part at the Solemnizing of the me 
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pal Prince of Saxony’s Magriage: He has had fre. 
suent stences with Baron as it is be- 
lieved, for adjufting the D.f€crences depending be- 
tween the two Courts, relating to the Affairs of 
Courland, the Direétion of the Loterefts of the 
Proteftants of Germany, and the imprifoned Cle- 
ment. The Ruffian Prince Gagarin, Son to the 
Governout of Siberia, who ferved as Voluntier in 
the Siege of Belgrade, is artived here from Vieona, 
it having been infinuated to him there, that the 
Emperour did not like he fhould tarry longer at 
his Court: The King of Pruffia has honoured him 
with the Commiffion of Licutenant-Collonel.
